Warrants for High Treaſon have been Iſſued out againſt them, 
but they have withdrawn themſelves from their uſual Places of 
Aboae, and are fled from Taſtice ; His Majeſty hath therefore 
thought fit (by the Advice of His Privy Council) to Iſſue 
His Royal Proclamation ; And His Majeſty does hereby Com- 
mand and Require all His Loving Sabjetts to Diſcover, Take 
and Apprehend James Duke of Berwick, Sir George Bar- 
clay, Major Lowick, George Porter, Capt. Stow, Capt. 
Walbank, Cops. James Courtney, Liegtexant Sherburne,

The firſt Account of the Plot which is the ſame in effe&t 
with that ſent by the Darch Ambaſſador the Heer Brand 
wan Cleverikerke to His Maſters the States General, Dated 
March 6th.

It prov'd the Mean under God, whoſe Providence hath fo 


wonderfully appear*d at all times in his Preſervation, to. -. 


defeat the Wicked and Unmanly Deſign of thoſe Godleſs 
Miſcreants who had agreed to Attack the King on Sun- 
day the 15h. of February, either as a Hunting at Rich- 
mond, or in his Paſſage; Forty or Fifty of thoſe Villains

In the mean time His Majeſty ftaid and Din'd at Xpn- 
ſngton, and ſent out ſome. Perſons, who found it to be 
true, that the Rogues had taken their Poſts for Execution 
of the Horrid Deſign, according to the Information The 
Conſpirators being diſappointed likewiſe for. that time, 
they defign'd to Attack His. Majeſty betwixt the Gates 
of Hiae-Park and St. James's Park, as he went to Chap- 
pel on S«rday, to'kill two Horſes immediately, to ſtop 
the Paſlage, and hinder; the Guards from coming up, that - 
ſo. they might have had the Opportunity of Murdering 
His Majeſty in the Coach; but the King ſtaid at Ken- 
fington, and Seventeen. of the, Ruffians were taken up by 
Sunday, Morning, three of them being of His Majeſty's

« Rigytful 424 Lavful King, their Lordſhips inſert, that his 


preſent Majeſty Ring William hath a Utghti by Law -- 24: 
Crown of this Rexlm ; and that neither th: late Ryjnz James, 
nor the pretended Prince of Wales, nor any other 'Perſon hath 
any Right what{cever to the ſame, &c. ] This Aﬀociacion be- 
ing ſubſcribed by 96, and only refuſed by 15, and near 
400 of the Commons having ſubſcribed thar of the Low: 
er-Houſe, the King's Friends had thereby a well-grounded 
allurance of his Crowns being-ſteddy, and a Demonſtra- 
tion that he reign'd in the Hearts of his Subjetts. 

At the ſame time we had advices from beyond Sea, that 
the Frexch waited only for a ſignal to fail, and that one 
of their great Officers had expreſs'd himſelf thus ina Let- 
ter, which was intercepted, 7 hat they wondered they heard no 
News of the D-ath of the Prince of Orange, ſceing he has been 
ſo long at the laſt Extremity. = 

On Tueſday, March 3d. Wes had a Confirmation of the 
Conſpiracy, and intended Invaſiqn, from ſeveral Forreign 
Parts, and that it was no longer a ſecret at Pars, for the 
French King ſuppoſing that his'Fleet was put to Sea, fig- 
nified his Intention to all the Forreign Miniſters, to form 
a Deſcent both' on En2/and and Scotland, and to make 
thoſe Kingdoms the Seat of the War to divert the Arms 
of the Allies in Flanders ; telling them withall, that he 
did not doubt bur he ſhould oblige the Confederates to 
a ſpeedy Peace by this: Method ; for he had fo well con- 
fider'd all Ovjeftions that could be offer'd againſt ir, that 
ir was morally - impoſſible ( bating Wind and Weather ) 
that it could ever miſcarry : And this following' Account 
is giveri of it, viz. | 
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_ That his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, in January laſt, held 
a Cabiver Council at Mar/;,where the Scheme or Projedt of 
the Invaſion had its firſt riſe, grounded upon the Aſſurance 
that 5oo Merchant Ships were bound to the Streight-, 
and a great Squadron for their -Convoy was going to 
reinforce Sir George Rook, which would moſt certainly 
have left the Channel in a manner naked, both of Ma- 
Tigers and Shipping, at leaſt not ſufficient ro have with- 
ſtood Monſieur Neſmona's and Dubart's Squadrons : The 
calmneſs of the Seaſon and advance of the Spring not a 
little contributing to the Undertaking : Together with 
the Ferment that the People were in upon Account of 
the alteration of the Coin, and uncertainty of Guinea's ; 
as alſo the Miſunderſtanding between the two Nations 
about the Proceedings of the Scotch Ez/t-Inaia Compa- 
ny: And that which weighed moſt with the French 
King was, that there were but few Regular Troops left 
in £z2/and, and thoſe allo in remote Places, whereby 
they could make but little Oppoſition : All which be- 
ing premifed, the Deſign was fully concluded the 67h.

Never was to great an Undertaking carried on with 
more Secrecy ; for the French King wrote the Diſpatches 
with his own hand, and ſent for the Mareſchal de Bouflers 
from Flanders to adviſe with, who mightily approved the 
Undertaking: Whereupon King  Fawes = forthwith 
ſent for, and made. privy to the Secret, who promiſed 
to-g0 in Perſon ; the French King aſſuring him, That he 
never ſaw a fairer. Proſpett of Succeſs in any Undertaking 
ur his Life: And thereupan the Duke of Berwick, with 
tour of the, late Kmg's confiding Domeſticks,' were ſent to 
Exeland, as; well to, procure a ſufficient Number of Ruf- 
fans.to murder. the Prince of Oraxge,, as they call him, as 
to know what Afſiſiance their Friends could give themin 
both the Kingdoms. 


Then. 
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' Then Orders were fent- to all 'the Ports to haſten the 
Tranſport Ships and' Men of War, for the intended Inva- 
fion : And the French King being informed that all things 
were ina readineſs at- Calais, Bullen, and Dnykirk, he went 
on the 17:4. of the lalt month to Sr. Germairs, where hede- 
livered to Kings James 100000 /. in Gold, defiring him to 
haſten his Deparcure, and took his farewell of him, wiſh- 
ing him a proſperous and ſucceſsful Undertaking, aſſuring 
him art the ſame time, that as ſoon as he had poſted him- 
ſelf on the other ſide of the Water, ' he would fupply him 
with more Troops, to enable him to perfect the Work, 
King James ſpent the- remainder of that day in viſiting 
and amongſt others, the Pope's Nuncio, who pronounc' 
a Solemn Benedittion upon his Undertaking; and the 
next day he ſet forward in a Calaſh to Sr. Dennis, where 
calling fora Publick Notary, he cauſed him ro draw up 
an Inſtrument, or Mortgage, of the three Crowns, for 
repaying King Lewis the faid 100000 /. then lent him ; 
alſo all che Money had of him ſince his being in France 
rogether with the charge of the preſent Expedition : And 
while it was a writing, a Servant of the Duke of Berwie#'s 
arrived, and told King James that his Maſter was but a 
little behind, and in an hour after the faid Duke came 
thither from England, after 14 days abſence from St. Ger- 
mains, and ſignified, that the Englith Nation. was in 4 
profound ſecurity, the People generally diffatisfied, and 
willing to receive him as their lawful Sovereign; to con- 
firm which, he brought him a great many Letters, and 
par.cularly from ſome of the Scorch Nobility, aſſuring 
him, that they would affiſt with 12000 Men upon his 
Landing with a French Force there. 

King James forthwith diſpatched the Duke to the 
French King with his Letters, and the Verbal Account 
he brought from England, together with the Mortgage

On Wedneſday the 11th, the Tryals of Charnock, Keyſe, 
and Kzng, commenced at the 0/d Baily; and the Witnefles 
being Capt. Porter, Pendergrafi, de la Rue, Bertram and 
Boyſe, Tt was Sworn that Charnock communicated the de- 
fign of Killing the King to Porter, and told him, that Sir 
George Barclay, and ſome others, had brought a Commil- 
fion from K. James, Writ and Signed with his own Hand 
for doing it ; that he offered to acquaint Porter with Sir 
George, and told him, that Sir William Perkins had read 
the Commiſſion. It was alſo Sworn, that they had ſeve- 
ral Conſults upon it, and defignd to have perpetrated the 
Horrid Fa&t on the 10th or 15:h of February ; that Cham- 
bers and Durance were appointed as Spies at Kenſington, 
the one to give Notice when the Guards went, and the 
other to give Notice of the Kings going from thence ; 
That ſome propoſed to do it on Horſe-back, bur Sir Geo. 
Barclay was for doing it on Foot ; upon which they ſuſ-

cure their number ; That they were: to be divided -into 
two Partics,. the Greater Commanded by. Sir George, to 
attack the Guards, and the i.cfler by Porter, to Murder 
the King ; for the caſfier cficcting of which, they were 
to kill ome of His Coach-Horles firſt ; That, Sir George 
Barclay brought Money from. Fraxce to buy Horſes , 
twenty of which were aCtually purchaſed, and the reſt 
were to be hired ; That the Horrid Delign being effected, 
Sir George was t9 take Poſt tor Dover, and haſten to Calais 
to King James, who wes to have. ordered five thouſand 
Men to land in the North, and he himſelf in Perſon was 
to have landed in Suſſex or Kent ; That the 10th of Fe- 
braary was the day appointed, but having received no 
Notice from their Spies at Ke2»ſtg/0z, it was deferred to 
the 15/h, when one of them gave notice that the Guards 
were gone, and then they prepared tor the Atteinpt with 
great Joy ; but upon Advice that the Guards were return- 
mg in haſte, they ſulpeQed that the thing had taken Air. 
It was alſo Sworn, that the Matter had been in agitation 
three Years, and was always revived tipon the Kings re- 
turn from Flanders, De /a Rue, one of .the Evidence, 
{aid that he would have diſcovered it laſt Year, if it had 
drawn toa head ; but perceiving it ripe in February laſt, 
he acquainted Brigadier Lew/oz therewith, who carried 
him to the King, and adviſed that His Majeſty ſhould go

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to 'Rjchmond accordingly, and ſend two Tropps to ſecure 
the whole Party. It was alſo Sworn, that Pendergraſs 
was introduc'd to make his diſcovery much about that 
ſame tune, and adviſed; His Majeſty not to go thicher on 
the 15/h : That the Road betwixt Hide-Park and St.

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On Wedneſday March the 18th, Charaock, King, and 
Keyes, the three Condemned Aſſaſſins, were drawn on:
